Tne  unusual  fe-  ture  this  year  of  having  a  maternal  death  is 
a  fact  worthy  of  note  and  shows  that  no  effort  can  be  spared 
to  ensure  adequate  antenatal  care  throughout  pregnancy .Unfortunately 
it  is  oftei  those  who  need  it  most  who  are  least  likely  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  services.  The  cause  of  death  here  was  haemorrage 
due  to  a  ruptured  uterus  which  was  quite  unpredictable  in  a  lady  who 
had  had  a  previous  normal  confinement. 

Cardiovascular  diseases  (69)  were  os  usual  the  principle 
causes  of  death  with  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous 
system  (strokes)  accounting  for  20  deaths. 

There  were  7  deaths  from  carcinoma  of  bronchus  one  occurring 
in  a  woman. 

T:isre  were  6  deaths  from  accidents  and  2  from  suicides  showing 
on  increase  over  last  year. 

CAUSrS  OF  DEATH  UNDER  ONE  YEAR  OF  AGE.

Under  one  week  (Multiple  abnormalities)  2  1 

The  three  infant  deaths  all  occurred  within  the  first  week  of 
life.  Premature  twins  died  6  hours  after  delivery  having  multiple 
congenital  abnormalities.  The  other  death  occurred  1  hour  after 
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delivery  the  cause  gain  being  prematurity  «  nd  multiple  congenital 
bnormali ti9s .  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  N  tional  picture 
where  the  two  m~in  cr  uses  of  infant  deaths  re  prematurity  and 
congenital  abnormalities.  There  has  been  much  research  in  those 
fields  of  medicine  and  r.  steady  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
ca.se  of  survival  of  prem.  ture  infants.  Congenital  bnorm  lities 
have  recently  come  to  the  fore  with  the  Thalidomide  tr  gedy  which 
has  made  doctors  alert  to  the  dangers  of  new  drugs.  Halp  has 
also  been  given  by  genetic  counsellinr  of  parents  in  cases  where 
these  conditions  have  been  proved  to  be  likely  to  recur  e.g. 
mongolism  where  one  type  as  shown  by  chromosome  bnormality  has 
c  high  chance  of  recurring  but  the  more  usu'  1  type  has  no  more 
chanco  of  recurring  th  n  in  any  simil  r  case. 

Tne  inf  nt  mort  lity  rate  for  En.lr.nd  and  W  les  reached  an  all 
time  low  record  of  SC,  as  compered  to  SI  ....ford  28 . 04  but  due  to 
the  small  numbers,  big  variations  in  rr  tes  re  likely  to  occur 
as  shown  by  last  ye  rs  figure  of  Nil.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lr.dy  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  ny  seventeenth  Annual 
R'.port  on  the  Environmental  health  Services  of  the  Urban 
District  for  the  ye  r  ending  31st  December,  1964. 

Practically  all  recent  legislation  affecting  Local 
Government  has  brought  its  new  demands  on  the  time  available 
in  the  department  for  Public  Health  work  the  nost  important 
having  been  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 
the  full  effect  of  which  is  now  being  felt  and  latterly  the 
Housing  Act,  1964  which  imposes  considerable  new  duties  on 
Local  Authorities  particularly  in  regard  to  the  improvement  of 
existing  dwellings.  Whilst  little  practical  work  has  been  done 

during  the  year  in  respect  of  these  two  Acts  it  is  clear  that 

% 

the  situation  is  such  that  the  consideration  which  the  Council 
gave  to  staffing  of  the  department  late  in  the  year  was  necessary. 
Public  Health  work  has  been  largely  confined  to  routine  and 
whilst  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  this 
direction  no  new  work  particularly  in  the  field  of  slum 
clearance  has  been  commenced.  Nevertheless,  the  provision 
of  50  new  houses  and  flats  on  the  Boston  Road  Estate  enabled 
current  slum  clearance  projects  to  be  completed. 

100$  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  once  again  and 
the  ye  r  is  important  since  1964  saw  compulsory  meat  inspection 
brought  in  for  the  first  time. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued 
support  and  my  fellow  Officers  in  particular  those  of  my  own 
department  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

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HOUSING 


COUNCIL  HOUSING. 

51  new  Council  houses  end  flc  ts  were  completed  end 
occupied  during  the  year.  This  numb  :r  formed  the  gre  ter  port 
of  o  ccntr  ct  for  50  houses,  2  shops  end  2  flats  pi  cad  during 
1963.  The  provision  of  this  addition  1  o.c commode  t ion  enabled 
considerable  progress  to  be  nr.de  in  regard  to  the  rehousing  of 
f  mi he s  from  unfit  houses. 

In  addition  to  the  new  houses  20  vacancies  occurred  on 
existing:  estates.  The  tot.  1  accommodation  cv:ilcble  during 
the  ye.  r  en  bled  the  Council  to  c  rry  out  the  rehousing  of 
24  families  from  unfit  houses  and  47  from  the  gener.  1  list,  a 
very  welcome  iners:  se  from  the  previous  year  when  20  f  “.miles 
only  were  accommodated. 

Tenders  were  invited  towards  the  end  of  1963  for  the 
erection  of  18  flrts  end  16  g  rages  on  the  Northgate  clearance 
site  and  in  February  the  successful  tender  was  accepted.  Progress 
on  36  flatlets  on  the  Boston  Road  Estate  was  satisf  ctory  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  shells  of  the  buildings  having  been 
erected  and  roofed-in.  Some  consideration  was  also  given  to 
the  erection  of  further  accommodation  on  the  remainder  of  the 
Boston  Ro  d  site  it  being  nticipated  that  a  further  3  blocks 
of  flats  or  similar  ccomnodoti on  should  be  erected  on  the 
remainder  of  the  land  vailable. 

The  improvement  of  all  houses  in  Newfield  Road  where 
the  tenants  wished  to  have  the  work  carried  out  was  completed 
during  the  year.  There  remained  only  10  houses  out  of  the  61 
thr ee-bedroomed  houses  not  improved  at  the  end  of  1964.  In 
addition  work  on  the  improvement  of  the  houses  on  the  Georgs 
Street  estate  w  s  continued  and  a  further  8  completed  during 
the  financial  year  1964/65. 

The  effect  of  the  reorganisation  of  the  workshops  and 
stores  was  fully  felt  during  the  first  complete  year  of  their 
use.  The  employment  also  of  a  part-time  joiner  together  with 
the  increased  efficiency  has  en  bled  much  of  the  backlog  of 
work  to  be  brought  up  to  date  and  it  is  now  true  to  sry  that 
plumbing  is  right  up  to  date  and  that  the  other  trades  are 
not  too  far  behind.  This  is  vastly  improved  situation  from 
th  t  which  existed  in  the  e  rly  part  of  1963. 

PRIVATE  HOUSING. 

A  further  33  private  houses  were  completed  during  the 
year  largely  on  the  Meadowfield  Estate.  Unfortunately,  the 
two  priv  .ts  development  schemes  in  h.  nd  during  1964  were  slowing 
down  since  the  sites  were  almost  built  up  and  no  further  develop- 
ment  regrettably  had  materialised  before  the  end  of  the  ye  r. 

The  demand  which  was  shown  particularly  for  the  Idea  dowfi  eld 
Estate  indicates  that  there  is  still  plenty  of  scope  for  the 
private  developer  within  the  Urb^n  District.  Equally,  there 
remains  the  problem  of  the  owner  who  wishes  to  select  his  own 
builder  and  rchitect  end  therefore  needs  a  site  not  tied  to 
a  speculative  builder.  There  is  evidence  that  the  lack  of 
this  facility  has  led  to  a  number  of  private  individuals 
building  outside  of  the  Urban  District  for  this  reason. 

UNFIT  HOUSING . 


Little  new  work  was  carried  out  in  relation  to  the 
clearance  of  unfit  houses.  I  have  already  commented  on  the 
reason  for  this.  However,  the  provision  of  new  houses 
referred  to  above  enabled  the  completion  of  the  rehousing  of 
tenants  from  all  of  the  outstanding  clearance  areas  and  by 
the  end  of  1964  all  houses  had  been  vacated,  demolished  and 
the  sites  cleared.

No  Discretion,  ry  Gr  .nts  wer-e  asked  for  during  1964.  The 
number  of  Stand  rd  Gr.  nts  approved  was  15  the  majority  being  in 
respect  of  improvements  to  owner /occupied  houses. 

In  -ddition  to  the  work  carried  out  with  the  ssist.nce  of 
giants,  a  number  of  houses  were  modernised  to  st  .ndard  gr  nt  levels 
without  application  having  been  made  for  *  gr  nt  although  in  many 
of  these  instances  the  owners  concerned  were  aware  of  the  grant 
provisions.  The  reasons  for  this  were  many  nd  often  inexplicable 
but  the  principle  was  that  of  suspicion  and  some  suggestion  thu  t 
applic  tion  for  a  gr  nt  was  not  worthwhile  because  of  the  "bother". 
It  is  pprecia.ted  th  t  of  necessity  some  forma litios  must  be 
followed  but  I  would  like  to  assure  anyone  who  is  contemplating 
improvements  the' t  the  procedure  for  obtaining  a.  grant  is  straight¬ 
forward  and  simple  1 though  inevitably  involves  a  short  delay.

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JflSAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 

The  Church  Lane  Slaughterhouse  became  the  only  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  town  after  the  appointed  day  for  Sleaford  which 
was  the  1st  Janui  ry  1964.  The  slaughterhouse  having  been  brought 
up  to  standard  provided  satisfactory  accommodation.  The 
conditions  under  which  animals  re  slaughtered  for  food  are 
now  reasonably  good. 

The  maintenance  of  satisfactory  hygiene  is  always 
difficult  in  a  slaughterhouse  where  risks  of  containin'  tion 
are  ever  present  and  much  rests  with  the  slaughtermen  in  their 
day  to  day  practise  in  ensuring  th:  t  meat  is  produced  under 
the  hygienic  conditions  which  th 3  general  public  have  come  to 
expect. 


A  number  of  small  items  of  maintenance  had  arisen  by 
the  end  of  the  year  and  the  balance  of  the  work  necessary  to 
remedy  the  conditions  found  had  not  been  completed  by  the  31st 
December.  The  Council  therefore  refused  to  licence  the  slaughter¬ 
house  for  more  than  one  month. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

100$  meat  inspection  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
slaughterhouse  during  1964  as  in  previous  years  and  it  has  beoi 
possible  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations  1963  in  their  entirety  with  the  exception  of  one 
or  two  minor  points.  It  appears  to  be  impracticable  to  carry 
out  the  strict  letter  of  the  Regulations  where  there  is  no  neat 
inspector  available  during  the  whole  of  the  tine  that  slaughtering 
is  carried  out.  The  amount  of  throughput  has  been  maintained 
at  about  last  year’s  level.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  once 
again  no  beef  or  beasts  organs  were  condemned  for  T.B.  and  for 
the  first  tine  for  a  number  of  years  no  c  rcases  were  found  to 
be  affected  by  cystic ercosis . 

The  total  weight  of  neat  condemned  was  1  Ton  15  Cwts . 

This  is  an  extremely  small  mount  having  regard  to  the  througput 
and  reflects  ones  again  on  the  general  high  quality  of  animals 
slaughtered.  From  the  re' sons  for  condemnation  given  below  it 
will  be  seen  that  a  number  of  c  rc.  ses  were  condemned  but  in 
every  c  se  these  were  casualty  or  emergency  slaughters  when  a 
high  figure  of  condemnation  c  n  be  expected.

T‘  routine  inspection  of  food  premises  has  been  moint  ined 
as  for  as  h,s  been  practicable  during  the  ye~r.  St  a.dords  of 
premises  v  ry ,  many  in  the  town  are  excellent,  most  are  good  but 
unxortun  tely  there  ..re  a  few  who  need  constant  supervision.  There 
appears  to  be  e  continuing  consciousness  amongst  the  general 
public  for  food  hygiene  considerations .  This  is  evidenced  by 
the  number  of  compl  ints  received  and  comments  from  members  of 
the  j3.mr  1  public  reg  rding  the  conduct  of  premises  in  th"  town. 
It  is  ^f ten  by  reason  of  the  interest  of  loc-..l  inhabitants  that 
inform  tion  regardin'  uns-  tisf  ctory  and  irregul  r  pr  ctices 
come  to  my  notice. 


Arising  out  of  compl  ints  received  it  was  found  necessary 
to  taka  proceedings  on  three  occasions.  In  each  c-  se  proceedings 
were  successful.  The  Offences  concerned  wer e:- 

(1)  Selling  food  not  of  the  quality  dem  nded  contrary  to 
Section  2  of  the  Food  end  Drugs  Act  1955  in  that  the 
said  food  cent  ined  the  body  of  a  wasp.  The  defendants 
were  fined  £5  and  ordered  to  pay  3  gns .  costs. 

(£)  Exposing  for  s  le  certain  foods  namely  cooked  beetroot 
which  was  intended  for  but  unfit  for  human  consumption 
contrary  to  Section  8  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955. 

In  this  c- se  both  the  manager  of  the  local  branch  and  the 
company  were  prosecuted.  The  defendants  pleaded  guilty 
-nd  the  company  was  fined  £10,  the  manager  £5  and  both 
were  ordered  to  pay  costs  totalling  11  gns. 

(3)  Selling  on  two  occ  siens  food  not  of  the  quality 

d amende a  in  that  the  s  id  food  (tinned  jam)  was  then 
mouldy  contrary  to  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
1955.  The  defend  nts  in  turn  prosecuted  the  manufacturers 
m  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  113  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  bu  the  origin-  1  defendants 
pleaded  not  guilty  and  the  manufacturers  guilty.  The 
magistrate  dismissed  the  summons  against  the  suppliers 
c.na  in  ccepting  a  pie:  of  guilty  from  the  Krnuf  cturers 
gave  them  an  absolute  discharge  md  ordered  then  to  pay 
costs  totalling  £14.16. Od. 
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MILK  SUPPLY

9  T.T.  Pasturised,  16  Pasturised  and  3  T.T.  sanpl  s  of 
milk  wore  taken  by  the  County  Health  Officer  during  the  year. 
Of  those  one  T.T.  f  iled  th'.  methylene  blue  test. 

A  complaint  was  received  cf  m  unusual  flavour  in  a 
bottle  of  Pasturised  nilk.  It  was  11  aged  th.  t  the  flavour 
was  recurrent  but  on  investigation  and  submission  to  .3 
Public  Health  Laboratory  of  c  sample,  no  grounds  for  1  king 
any  action  were  discovered. 


ICE  CREAM. 


One  additional  manufacturer  of  soft  ice  cream  was 
registered  during  the  year  end  there  remained  registered  in 
addition  one  hot  nix  and  one  cold  nix  manufacturer  of  which 
only  the  cold  mix  was  produced.  Production  is  seasonal  and 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  There  are  now  27  premises 
registered  for  the  storage  cand  sale  of  ice  cream  only. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  Prosecution  involving 
ice  cream.  The  proceedings  were  token  in  respect  of  a  wasp 
found  in  an  ice  sundae.  Investigation  of  the  vehicle  involved 
showed  that  the  containers  used  for  the  storage  of  syrups, etc. 
were  uncovered.  The  vehicle  generally  was  substandard,  the 
necessary  action  being  taken  informally.  Subsequent  reinspections 
showed  all  the  vehicles  brought  into  the  town  operating  from  the 
company  to  be  satisfactory.

ANNUAL  RETURN  OF  OFFICES, 

HOPS  AND  RAID/AY  PRUTISES  ACT,  1963. 


The  Offices,  Shops  end  Railway  Premises.: Act  1963 
came  into  force  in  relation  to  the  provisions  requiring 
registration  of  premises  to  which  the  Act  applied  on  the 
1st  May  1964.  In  spite  of  wide  publicity  both  local  and 
national  and  in  particular  reference  in  the  local  press  and 
in  open  c-cuncil  meetings,  many  occupiers  of  premis.es  had  failed 
to  register  by  the  end  of  19-64.  It  was  estimated  that  probably 
between  50%- and  70%  of  all  premises  to  which  the  Act  applied 
had  been  registered.  Promises  registered  at  31. IS, 64  were  as' 
follows : -

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  undertaking  now  administered  by  the  Kesteven 
Water  Board  has  supplied  water  adequate  and  of  a  good  quality 
during  t h .  ye;r.  It  is  chlorinated  at  the  source.  A  number 
of  improvements  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Board  to  improve 
areas  of  low  pressure  in  the  town.  The  action  taken  has 
materially  improved  the  situation  in  these  areas. 

The  village  supply  at  Q,uar  ring  ton.  has  continued  to-  cause 
some  concern-  during  the  year.  The  continued  dry  weather  has 
lowered  the  level  of  the  bore  to  a  point.,  where  the  likelihood -of 
failure  crises.  At  the  end  ofithe  year  the  bore  was  no  longer 
under  artesian  presaure  and  the  risks  of  pollution  of  the  supply 
were  thereby  increased  .  The  question  of  providing  a  piped 
supply  from  the  Kestevon  W1 ter  Board  was  discussed  with  the 
various  interested  bodies  and  the  owners  without  any  conclusions 
having  boon  reached.  It  was  clear' at  the  end  of  the  year  that 
the  life  of  the  present  undertaking  as  a  means  of  supplying  the 
village  is  extremely  short  indeed  and  several  failures  during 
the  year  has  led  to  considerable  inconvenience  and  nuisance  to 
the  local  residents.

SEWERAGE 


T  prevision  of  the  now  sewerage  scheme  in  Q,u.  rrington 
village  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  by  July  the  majority 
of  the  work  had  been  completed  although  by  the  end  of  the 
year  the  scheme  was  not  yet  functioning.  'ork  was  Iso 
proceeding  on  the  extension  of  the  s  avage  disposal  works 
and  on  the  construction  of  the  new  Storm  overflow  and 
s'wer  on  the  E-  st  b.nks. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


R  fuse  collection  remains  under  the  control  of  the  Council*; 
surveyor  and  n  weekly  collection  is  maintained  throurhout  the 
year  from  almost  nil  th 3  premises  within  the  area.  All 
prarises  within  the  district  are  covered  by  0  refuse  collection. 
Disposal  is  by  controlled  ti  ping  and  the  site  now  in  use  is 
reaching  the  st  ye  when  the  provision  of  an  alternative  ne~ds 
urgent  consideration.  It  is  to  be. hoped  that  0  site  more 
suitable  to  the  needs  will  be  found.  The  present  site  hr s 
never  been  s  tisfcctory  in  th-t  the  nature  of  the  covering 
materiel  vcilable  has  mod 3  it  difficult  to  maintain  the 
tip  without  nuisance  under  bad  weather  conditions.  Cantrell  el 
ti aping  at  best  is  a  most  satisfactory  method  of  refuse 
disposal  at  worst  must  be  consider  d  to  be  a  gross  nuisance. 


i'YYE^BIE  DV/ELLINGS 

T.'  umber  of  residential  sites  within  the  Urb,-n  District 
remains  at  two.  No  serious  trouble  arose  on  either  site 
although  constant  supervision  of  one  was  found  to  be  necessary. 
P.t vision  is  node  at  one  site  for  casual  users  and  whilst 
this  over  c  very  short  period  seems  to  be  inadequ  te  to 
provide  for  the  needs  of  holiday  campers  it  has  filled  a 
very  desirable  facility  for  persons  travelling  to  and  from 
the  E  st  Anglian  coast.  Or  instance  arose  where  a  group 
of  vans  occupied  an  unlicenced  site  and  when  forced  to  move 
went  to  another  unlicenced  site  within  the  district.  Th  y 
were  finally  ejected  nd  left  the  district.  Apart  from 
this  one  instance  no  trouble  has  been  experienced  with 
groups  of  itinerant  v;  ns  belonging  to  scrap  de  lers,  etc. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


No  ch  nges  h  ve  taken  place  in  the  arrangements  for  rodent 
control  during  the  year.  The  Rodent  operator  is  available 
full  t t  me  as  needed  for  work  on  infestation.  It  has  therefore 
remained  possible  to  give  immediate  attention  to  anv 
infestation  of  rats  or  mice. 


There  wa s  a  seasonal  increase  in  the  number  of  rat 
infestrtions  in  the  1  te  Autumn  and  it  is  difficult  deciding 
whether  or  not  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  rat  population 
in  the  district.  I  wouldr  like  to  think  there  has  been  an 
improvement  but  it  does  * seem  possible  to  prevent  i  festr.  tion 
of  the  built-up  port  of  the  rea  from  the  rural  parts 
surrounding.  Once  again  I  would  ask  the  general  public  to 
give  e?  rly  notific  tion  of  any  sign  of  infest:  tion  which  may 
be  noticed.
